Jury’s Wide Latitude. 
Forty men are on trial. 
Each is 
charged 
under 
fifty-two 
different 
counts. 
It is p o o d le for the jury to 
convict all the defendants, acquit ail 
the ib fondants, or refilm a verdict of 
guilt} un to some and not guilty as to 
others. 
There lies also among the 
possibilities a disagreement, in whole. 
as to all defendants, or as applying to 
some one or more of those on trial. I 
Each defendant is charged in two 
counts with having conspired to trans­ 
port dynamite unlawfully. 
Each de­ 
fendant is charged in fifty counts with 
having aided and abetted in the un­ 
lawful transportation of dynamite or 
nitroglycerin. The federal statute pro­ 
vides that whoever aids and abets in 
the commission of crime is a principal. 
Thus a defendant may be found guilty 
of the unlawful carrying, though he 
never carried a can of nitroglycerin 
or saw a stick of dynamite. 
Although there are fifty-two counts, 
there are really only twenty-six of­ 
fenses charged. 
There t an be only 
one conspiracy. 
The charges of un­ 
lawful transportation also are dupli­ 
cated, each of twenty-live unlawful 
transportations being charged in two 
difft r. ut ways, 
lf is possible to find 
the defendants* or any of them, guilty I 
on all counts, notwithstanding the du­ 
plication. but, of course, there could I e 
only punishment for each crime. 
There is a possibility of a finding 
of guilty or an acquittal tm both the 
conspiracy and unlaw ful transporta­ 
tion counts. 
The penalty for conspir 
ing to violate the laws of the Toited 
States is imprisonment not to exceed 
two years, or a fine, or both. The pen­ 
alty for unlawfully transporting ex­ 
plosives is not to exceed eighteen 
months for each offense, or a fine. Va­ 
der the cumulative penalty system, j 
which a federal judge, in his discre­ 
tion. may use. the maximum sentence 
possible for a defendant found guilty 
on all the charges in this case would 
be thirty-nine and one-half years. Thus 
the widest latitude is afforded in case 
of conviction of numerous defendants 
to apportion punishment according to 
the showing as to the degrees of guilt. I 
The punishment, if a verdict of guilty 
were found, could range from the thir­ 
ty-nine and one-half years down to a 
suspended sentence or a fine, or noth- ; 
tog. 
The actual cost of the trial and of 
the investigation leading up to it will 
never be known, but it is estimated | 
that it will reach $500,000. 
Nearly * 
$100,000 already has been paid by the I 
government in conducting the grand 1 
Jury investigation last spring and in 
conducting the trial. 
This sum does 
not include the country wide invest!- j 
gation leading up to the trial for more 
than a year by the government and by 
numerous private detective agencies. 
The money expended in attorneys’ 
fees by both the prosecution and the 
defense, and salaries for the special 
agents of the department of justice at­ 
tending the trial, and the witness fees 
for the defense are not included.

luting the whisky with water mon 
furs could be obtained. This was proc 
Heed for some time, but the Indian! 
learned that good whisky poured on ; 
fire would cause it to flame up, bul 
had the whisky been diluted tile fir* 
would be quenched. 
It was by this simple experiment 
that the term “firewater” became a 
common word among Indians. A chiel 
who had experienced the bad effect!

He stands the acid tost 
better than any man of modern times 
Ile was gnarled and rugged, but gen 
nine, homely of I* dv. but beautiful of 
soul. 
Issuing tile emancipation proclatna 
t ion was not the easy task it appears 
at this distame. 
It was beset by 
doubts and difficulties. 
If the step 
had been taken earlier it would have 
lost tie* border states and might even 
I ave caused a rebellion In the north. 
As It was. it made enlistments drop 
off and lost several stale elections in 
the fall of Im 12. 
The first draft of the proclamation 
was read by the president to the ca bl 
net in the latter part of July or earl v 
In August. is»»2. 
Mr. Lincoln wan nu 
certain as to th** exact date. 
The pre 
lim Ina ry announcement was I Kitted just 
after the bittie of Antietam on Sept 
22. 
Exactly IOO days later, or OD Jan. 
I. 18*53, the final proclamation went 
forth. 
Lincoln told Frank B. Carpen­ 
ter. the man who painted the picture 
of th** fir-t rending of the proclaim) 
ti on, that there was no design in this 
hundred day period. He had not count­ 
ed the days and did not know till later 
of the coincidence.

Mr. I .iiicoln was alone responsible 
for the act. 
He did not Consol I any 
one, not even his cabinet, on the mo 
mcntoUK step tie had in m ini. 
II*’ 
himself said that it was his deliberate 
policy not to interfere with slavery un 
til every other possible means for pre 
serving the Union tinct failed. 
He used 
th** iipt Illustration of a surgeon treat 
Jug a diseased leg. 
So long sis the stir 
peon thought he could save the patient 
w ithout am putating tilt* leg Ic would 
do it, bot when it was apparent that 
the affected member must ta* remove*' 
or the patient lost he would operate 
Slavery was the disease thsit was' af 
fecting the Union, and th** time hun 
come when amputation was necessary. 
When the cabinet was called togeth­ 
er the president distinctly informed 
them that they were not beiug con­ 
sulted as to whether the step should be 
taken or should not be. 
That was al­ 
ready decided. 
He asked their ad­ 
vice only as to details—phraseology, op­ 
portune time of Issuance and the like. 
Secretary Seward suggested that pub­ 
lication or the document should be de­ 
ferred until there was a Union victory. 
The northern armies had been suffer­ 
ing such reverses that to give it forth 
then would be considered “the last 
shriek on the retreat.” This view pow­ 
erfully appealed to Mr, I.lnroln, and he

file victory did not com* 
till the battle of Antietam was fought 
and Lee was driven out of Maryland. 
Aside from th** farts that the eman­ 
cipation was th.* turning point In our 
greatest war. flirt it was an applica­ 
tion of tin* principles of tin* Heeia ra­ 
tion of Indej*endenee and that it fr****d 
a race. the story of tho steps that 1***1 
up to it. it* wording and the methods 
of its issuante all throw a revealing 
light on Mr Lincoln's mental processes 


Iin c o ln ’s Sagacity. 
Despite all that his biographers have 
done to correct the false impression 
that Lincoln was ti frank, open and 
unsophisticated man. there are many 
people who yet hold that erroneous 
view. 
Tin* truth Is that he was saga­ 
cious and farseeing; that, while he ap 
peaced to tell milch, he seldom told 
anything vital: that ho was a shrewd 
politician arni a master tactician and 
that he made his moves during the wai­ 
ns a careful chess player wold** play 
his pieces 
Take hi* attitude toward 
slavery. 
A) heart he was against the 
whole institution. 
He was elected on 
a platform, however, that only opposed 
tin* extension of slavery into free terri­ 
tory and expressly stated that there 
was no design to interfere with it in 
tin* s t a t e s « her** it already existed. To 
this program Mr. 
Lincoln remained 
scrupulously true. 
II** was not sworn 
to abolish slavery. 
Ile only took an 
oath t*» maintain the Union. 
When at 
last he did free tin* slaves it was only 
as a means to save the Union. 
Ile ex­ 
plicitly stated in a letter to Horace 
Greeley that what he did as to slavery 
would I ie governed solely by its rein 
\ on to Hie greater issue of saving the 
I Ilion. 
His private views had nothing 
to do with the matter. 
Ile was acting 
not as Abraham Lincoln, but as presi­ 
dent of iii** United States, and was fill 
filling the oath solemniy taken as such. 
This attitude was not only correct 
from the legal standpoint, but was Un­ 
wisest policy that could have boon pur­ 
sued. 
'IN* have declared th** intention 
to abolish slavery in the beginning of 
the war would have been to alienate 
Misso u ri. Kentucky and .Maryland and 
thousands of Union men farther south. , 
would have aroused bitter opposition 
In th** north, would have cut off enlist­ 
ments and would probably have lost 
tin* war. 
It was because of these facts 
that L incoln disavowed the rasli and 
headstrong action 
of 
Fremont and 
some of his other generals in attem pt­ 
ing to free the slaves in their districts. 


that Mr. Lincoln expected any of these 
erring sisters to a ban clou their error 
because of the proclamation. 
Yet it 
was characteristic of him to offer them 
the opportunity. 
The practical effect 
was to disarm the opposition of pro­ 
slavery men in the north. 
The whole Incident illustrates Lin­ 
coln's cantion. 
He moved slowly, but 
once having taken a posh ion never re 
linquished it. 
Ile reasoned out every 
proposition carefully and thoroughly 
until satisfied beyond a question of 
doubt in !ii< own mind what was the 
logical and right tiling to do. 
Ilia 
mental processes were peculiarly bis 
own. 
ii** stated th** arguments against 
th** course he wanted to pursue as 
fully and cogently .'is he was able, 
t hen endeavored to answ er them. 
He 
j asked seldom for advice, although be 
listened patiently To that winch was 
offered. 
Sometimes lie called iti a 
; friend to listen t<* his arguments pro 
; and con. as though lie needed a foil. 
I During this very struggle in his own 
| mind over freeing tic* slave he sent 
for Leonard Jewett, read to him sev­ 
eral letters *>u the subject, then de­ 
bated th** question on both sides, as 
though thinking aloud. 
That closed 
the Interview. 
Several Generals Resigned. 
The immediate practical effect of the 
proclamation was not great and was 
seemingly adverse to tile north. As al­ 
ready stilted, it bist some of the elec­ 
tions and decreased enlistments. 
Sev­ 
eral army * rill ors resigned, giving nil 
sorts of ex uses for their action. 
In 
the main the soldiers accepted the act 
as one of "military necessity" and let 
it go at that. 
Most of the northern pa­ 
pers approved, some of them enthusi­ 


a s t i c a l l y . 
Greeley 
in 
the 
Tribune 
ended a short editorial with the words, 
"God bless Abraham Lincoln;” 
Yet 
Greeley of hit*- had not been enthusi­ 
astic ia HU supiwrt of the administra­ 
tion. 
In London the criticism was of­ 
fered that tin* proclamation legalized 
slavery in the border states. 
The abolitionists were for th* most 
part won over bv the step, although 
some of {lie; * said it did not go far 
enough.

P i ^ h t Makes Might. 
We Inn ins are so materialistic tin t 
it is imp * 
ible f**r us to take account 
of finer foxes and of spiritual move­ 
ments. 
Ii is only when they become 
manifest in outward events that we 
dimly recognize them. 
We only know 
that in some way unrecognized by us 
the 41Ii of July following the issuance 
of the emancipation proclamation saw 
Lee hurled back from Pennsylvania 
and Grant victorious at Vicksburg- 'Ye 
also know that those two events doom­ 
ed tin* Confederacy. 
Call it Provi­ 
dence. th** imponderable spirit of right­ 
eousness. or what you will, there was 
some p«over instrumental in working 
this sudden change in (lie whole war. 
of which tin* hi-torical facts remain an 
actual sign. 
My own feeling on the 
subject can best lie stated in three 
words used by Lincoln in Ins Cooper 
Union speech. “ Right makes might." 
it Is fifty years sin**** These events 
occurred, and yet the interest in them 
is well nigh im fresh as diming tin* trou­ 
bled days «*f tin* war. 
The change is 
one of vieWjHiint. 
Now it is th** actor 
that interests us more than the act. 
The moral fact remains while the m a­ 
terial ones have dropped away. 
And 
the moral fact was in the man. 
It is 
ever thus. Socrntes and Plato outshine 
Greece, while the Carpenter of Naza­ 
reth is more than the whole Roman 
empire, of which he was a comparative­ 
ly unknown and moneyless citizen. 
'I’lu* other day a commission compos­ 
ed of tin* president of the United 
States and several senators and repre­ 
sentatives reported in favor of a noble 
memorial on the banks of the Poto­ 
mac. 
It is to bo a companion piece to 
the Washington monument. 
Millions

struct ion. and the most distinguished 
artists and architects will be employed. 
All of this vvli! !»e in honor of one who 
was a poor boy without family, money 
or material advantage*, yet who is 
now rich in tin* gratitude of the race 
he free*! and of the Union he preserv­ 
ed—Abraham Lincoln.

The Loudon international conference 
last June, to which tho Flilted States 
was one of the sigi l tories, fixed Hie 
status of the stations doing nu inter­ 
national business, and congress passed 
a set of regulations corering domestic 
and interstate stations. 
The entire country is divided into 
nine districts, with headquarters al 
Boston, New York. San Francisco, Se 
attle. Cleveland. Chicago, Baltimore, 
Savannah and New Orleans. 
Govern­ 
ment inspectors for each district are 
required t<» visit the shore stations and 
the ships to report on tin* equipment 
and to look out for violations of the 
new regulations. 
Under th** new rules 
some of the stations on the south At­ 
lantic coast, on tin* Pacific coast and 
tit the Alaska naval stations, where no 
commercial stations exist, will be opes 
for general business. 


Reason For Regulation. 
The enforcement of the radiographic 
act has been placed in the hands ot 
the (secretary of commerce and labor. 
It is realized that most wireless 011- 
erators are not likely to willingly in­ 
terfere with important messages, but 
the idea of the regulations is to fix it 
so that the less considerate sort can­ 
not interfere or if they do will be sub­ 
ject to severe lienal ties. 
The violation of the principal regula­ 
tions is made a misdemeanor punish­ 
able with a fine up to $500 or impris­ 
onment up to one year. 
The regulations fix the wave lengths 
of the licensed stations and provide 
that they shall a t all times be in charge 
of a licensed operator. There are reg­ 
ular license forms boMi for stations 
and for operators personally. 
To Insure the undisturbed use of the 
air for government stations (he outside 
stations have to “keep out” for the first 
fifteen minutes of each hour. during 
which time the government stations 
can semi without interference. 
All licensed short stations also are 
required to listen for not less than two 
minutes at intervals of not less than 
fifteen minutes to catch any distress 
signals that nu v be g ting. 


S c n d ng th t D is tr e ss S ig n a l 
in case a /listless signal is sent from 
auy vessel then all stations except tim* 
to which the call is address***! must 
keep out till all business in connection 
with the distress call is finished. 
Any station sending out a fraudulent 
distress call is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor and is liable to a tine of $1,000 
and perhaps an additional two years’ 
imprisonment. Divulging a message to 
others than the projier person entails 
a fine of $250, three months in prison, 
or both.

Turkey clings to that city and 
its great fortresses as grimly in the 
picture gallery, as did her troops in 
the trenches. It is now rumored that 
Hie Turks will offer Salon lea as a com­ 
pensation for Bulgaria if she will give 
up Adrianople. If the Bulgurs accept 
the bait the Greeks xviii undoubtedly 
make trouble. It was in that city that 
the first ill feeling between Bulgaria 
and her southern ally sprang up when 
the armies of the two occupied Salon- 
ica si militant on sly. 
Dispatches from Belgrade and Cet- 
tinje accuse the Turks of violating the 
armistice. 
Yd vices from the former 
place say Turkish troops from Scutari 
attacked Servians at Alessio and com­ 
plete1;. surprised the latter.

Paying Particular Attention to Testi- 


mony of Self-Confessed Dynamiters, 
McManigal and Clarke, Court Touch- 
ed on General Rule of Credibility of 
Witnesses in Charging Jury With 
Its Final Responsibility in the Case. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 27.—In closing his 


argument to the jury, District At- 
torney Miller took up President Ryan's 
connection with the alleged dynamite 
conspiracy and dealt with it for two 
hours in closing his argument to the 
hours. He said that in 1900, when the 
war was on between the iron workers' 
union and open shop concerns. Ryan 
tvrote to McNamara suggesting the 
publication of expenditures in 
the 


Bridgenian, the official organ of the 
union. 
McXamara replied that the 


constitution required it, but despite 
this, said the district attorney, these 
defendants who from tinio to time 
have been members of the executive 
board, ^have conceded to appropria- 
tions of $1,000 a month to be used in 
the destruction and loss of human life 
In pursuance of their "conspiracy." 


He read the letter of Ryan to Mc- 


Namara under date of April 24, 1910, 
when Ryan was in New York, in which 
the iron workers' president gave di- 
rections with regard to the McClintic 
fc Marshall job and others. 
Mr. Mil- 


ier then pointed out that explosions 
had followed at all of these places. 


Mr. Miller concluded his argument 


at 4 o'clock and Judge Anderson im- 
mediately read his instructions to the 
jury. 
He defined conspiracy under 


the United States statutes, spoke of 
the credibility of witnesses, and said 
that if the jurors believed any part of 
tbe evidence of McManigal and Kd- 
ward Clarke, both of whom pleaded 
guilty, and found that they were ma- 
terially 
substantiated, they 
should 


then give their entire testimony such 
weight as in their opinion it deserves. 


The jury retired at 5 o'clock and the 


defendants were ordered to be in court 
this morning. 


Jury's Wide Latitude. 


Forty men are on trial. 
Each is 


charged 
under 
fifty-two 
different 


counts. It is possible for the jury to 
convict all tlie defendants, acquit ail 
the defendants, or return a verdict of 
guilty as to some and not guilty as to 
others. 
There lies also among the 


possibilities a disagreement, in whole, 
as to all defendants, or as applying to 
some one or more of those on trial. 
Each defendant is charged in two 
counts with having conspired to trans- 
port dynamite unlawfully. 
Each de- 


fendant is charged in fifty counts with 
having aided and abetted in tbe un- 
lawful transportation of aynamite or 
nitroglycerin. The federal statute pro- 
vides tbat whoever aids and abets in 
the commission of crime is a principal. 
Thus a defendant may be found guilty 
of the unlawful carrying, though he 
never carried a can of nitroglycerin 
or saw a stick of dynamite. 


Although there are fifty-two counts, 


there are really only twenty-six of- 
fenses charged. 
There can be only 


one conspiracy'. 
The charges ot un- 


lawful transportation also are dupli- 
cated, each of twenty-live unlawful 
transportations being charged in two 
different ways. It is possible to find 
the defendants, or any of them, guilty 
on all counts, notwithstanding the du- 
plication, but, of course, there could 1 e 
only punishment for each crime. 


There is a possibility of a finding 


of guilty or an acquittal on both the 
conspiracy and unlawful transporta- 
tion counts. The penalty for conspir- 
ing to violate the laws of the United 
States is imprisonment not to exceed 
two years, or a fine, or both. The pen- 
alty for unlawfully transporting ex- 
plosives is not to exceed eighteen 
months for each offense, or a One. Un- 
der the cumulative penalty system, 
which a federal judge, in his discre- 
tion, may use, the maximum sentence 
possible for a defendant found guilty 
on all the charges in this case would 
be thirty-nine and one-half years. Thus 
the widest latitude is afforded in case 
of conviction of numerous defendants 
to apportion punishment according to 
the showing as to the degrees of guilt. 
The punishment, if a verdict of guilty 
were found, could range from the thir- 
ty-nine and one-half years down to a 
suspended sentence or a fine, or noth- 
ing. 


The actual cost of the trial and of 


the investigation leading up to it will 
never be known, but it is estimated 
that it will reach $500,000. 
Nearly 


$100,000 already has been paid by the 
government in conducting the grand 
jury investigation last spring and in 
conducting the trial. This sum does 
not include the country wide investi- 
gation leading up to the trial for more 
than a year by the government and. by 
numerous private detective agencies. 
The money expended in attorneys' 
fees by both the prosecution and the 
defense, and salaries for the special 
agents of the department of justice at- 
tending the trial, and the witness fees 
for the defense are not included.

Rhinelander sent for Dr. Mortimer to 
come to the church house, and within 
two hours the resignation was in the 
hands of Bishop Rhinelajder and had 
been accepted by him. 


George Wliarton Pepper, one of the 


most prominent Episcopal laymen in 
the United States and accounting war- 
den of the -church, said: 
"Dr. Morti- 


mer was a splendid preacher, but we 
ascertained that be failed to person- 
ally live up to his teachings." 


Dr. Mortimer is sixty-four years of j 


age and a bachelor. 
Prominent as a j 


clorgynmn. Dr. Mortimer is even more 
widely known as the author of many 
books ot" admitted authority. His rep- 
utation extends to Great Britain and 
the continent, aud thi'ty-six of his 
books have a place in the British mu- 
seum's collection. 


Dr. Mortimer comes from an old 


English family.

The pre- 
liminary announcement was issued just 
after the battle of Antietam on Sept. 
22. Kxaetly 100 days later, or on Jan. 
1. ISO."., the final proclamation went 
forth. Lincoln told Frank B. Carpen- 
ter, the man who painted the picture 
of the first reading of the proclaim)-j 
tion. that there was no design in this I 
hundred day period. He had not coimt- 


ndopted it. 'J'iie victory did not conu 
till the battle of Antietam was fought 
and Lei- was driven out of Maryland. 


Aside from the facts that the eman- 


cipation was the turning point in our 
greatest war. t h a t it was an applica- 
tion of the principles of the Declara- 
tion of Independence and that it freed 
a race, the story of the steps that led 
up to it. its wording and the methods 
of its issuance all throw a revealing 
light on Mr. Lincoln's mental processes. 


Lincoln's Sagacity. 


Despite all that his biographers have 


done to correct the false impression 
that Lincoln was a frank, open and 
unsophisticated man. there are many 
people who yet hold that erroneous 
view. The truth fs that he was saga- 
cious and farseeing; that, while he ap- 
peared to tell much, he seldom told 
anything vital: that he was a shrewd 
politician and a master tactician and 
that he made his moves during the war 
as a can-fill chess player would play 
his pieces. Take his attitude toward 
slavery. At heart he was against the 
whole institution. 
He was elected on 


a platform, however, that only opposed 
the extension of slavery into free terri- 
tory and expressly stated that there 
was no design to interfere with it in 
the states where it already existed. To 


Mr. Lincoln remained 


piilously true. He was not swern 


to abolish slavery. lie only took an 
oath ti> maintain the Union. When at : 
last he did free the slaves it was only 
as a means to save the Union. He ex- 
'. 


Illicitly stated in a letter to Horace 


that Mr. Lincoln expected any ofthea* 
erring sisters to abunuou their error 
because of the proclamation. 
Yet It 


was characteristic of him to offer them 
the opportunity. The'practical effect 
was to disarm the opposition of pro- 
slavery men in the north. 


The whole incident illustrates Lin- 


coln's caution. He moved slowly, but 
once having taken a position never re- 
linquished it. He reasoned out every 
proposition carefully 'and thoroughly 
until satisfied beyond a question of 
doubt in iis own mind what was the 
logical and right thing to do. His 
mental processes were peculiarly Ui3 
own. He stated the arguments against 
the course lie wanted to pursue U9 
fully and cogently as he was able, 
then endeavored to answer them. 
He 


asked seldom for advice, although he 
listened patiently to that which, was 
offered. 
Sometimes he called in a 


friend to listen to his arguments pro 
and con. as though he needed a foil. 
During this very struggle in his own 
mind over freeing the slave he sent 
for Leonard Swett. read to him sev- 
eral letters o'j the subject, then de- 
bated the question on both sides, as 


, though thinking aloud.

| the interview. 


Several Generals Resigned. 


The immediate practical effect of the 


proclamation was not great and waa 
seemingly adverse to the north. As al- 
ready stated. It lost some of the elec- 
tions and decreased enlistments. Sev- 


i eral army officers resigned, giving all 


j sorts of excuses for their action. In 


the main the soldiers accepted the act 
as one of "military necessity" and let 
it go at that. Most of the northern pa- 
pers approved, some of them enthusi- 
astically. 
Creeley in the

ended a short editorial with the words, 
"(;od bless Abraham Lincoln:"
